again, But after the death of Conſtans, Cont antius exiled him 
again, fo many troubles and Perſecutions did he endure by 
means of the Arrians, now that you may the better underſtand 
what opinions theſe 4/7ians held, we ſhall deduce the Herekie 
from the criginal founder thereof one Arrius born in, Libu, 
ycrt a Prieſt.ot Alexandria, who bearing Alexander the Biſhop 
rreating curiouſly of the Trinity,thought verily that be.man- 
rained the opinion of SabeBius ; ſer himſelf againſt the Bi- 
ſhop, and ſaid, That the Son of God had a bepginrirg of 
Effence, that there was a time when he was not. He {aid 
that God was rot alwaics a Father ; that the Son was not from 
everlaſting, but had his beginning of nothing. Being called 
before the Emperour,he would ſubſcribe unto the Nicesz Coun- 
cil, and ſwear too. His deceit was to carry in his boſom 
his Heretical opinions written in a piece of paper, and when 


he camie to the Book, he would Swear tharhe thought as he 


had written, meaning in his boſorn. 'His end was lamenta» 
ble, for coming from the Emperour, after the Oath he had 
taken, with great pomp thorough the Reeert of Carle

invaded one another. The Empferour hearing of the ru- 
mults, ſert Homozinrs the Genera] Commandcr of his Horf:- 
men, to 1cmove Paulus t;om Conſt antt.ople : Hermogenes was 
ready to execute the Empcrours «ohumon ment, but the peo- 
ple beirg affe tioned toward their Paſtor, . roſe up with popu: 
lat turult, compaſſed the Huuſe of H r7ogmes, ft 1t on 
fire, !l;w him, and faſtened a Cord to his 'egs, and trafled 
him a'ong the ſtreets. For this cauſe the Emperour ConſFatt- 
a5 willing to puniſh the Authors of 'this tumult, haſtcned to 
come to Conſtantinople, The people went forth to meet vm,

He wzs detired to ſupp'y the place of Exſtatins 
Bihop-of Aitioch, whoſe depoſition the 4173475, without all 
for.n of o0:der, h:d procured moſt unright:ouſfly : bur he 
you'd nt conſent to accept that charge, ſo that the chair of 
Antioch waned a Biſhop e:ght. years, The Emperour Con= 
fur jze commerded bis moJeſly, and counted him worthy to: 
be B ſhop of the whole wo 1d.. He was fo familiarly acquain- 
ted with Panphilus the Martyr, that he aflumed his name, 
aud called himſelf Enſcbins Pamphilus, He wrote very many 
Volumes, amonglit wh'ch theſe 2re remembred, Of Evange- 
lical preparat:on, Þ 5.

| St. Gregory Nazianzen Biſho) of Nazianzen, 


Gregory Naz4az%en lived in the dajes of Conitantine, Fultan, 
and The:odoſius, He was bcrn in a little Town of Cappado:iq 
called Naz4angen, from which he received his name. He was 
trained up in learning in Alexandria and in Athess, His fami- 
liarity with Sr, Baſil began in Athens, and was increaſed in the 
Wilderneſs: He Preached in Saſima, bur becauſe it wasa 
place unmeet for flydies he returrced to Na34angcn, and was 
a helper to his aged Father. After his Fathers death he went 
to Cort antinople, where he found the Town in a moſt deſolate 
condition, in regard the 4rrjas and Macedonian Herefies had 
ſo mightily prevailed, that all the principal Churches were 
occupied by chem. Nax3zanten only had liberty to Prea:hina 
lirtle Church called 41aftatia, becauſe the truth of Gud. 
which ſeemed to have been buried 3 now by the Preaching of 
Na33anzen was revived again. In the ſecond General Coun- 
ctl gathered by Theodofius. b:cauſe ſome Biſhops of Macedone 
and Z'ypt murmured againſt his admiſſion, he counterfeited 

the fat of Jonas, and was ccntent' to be caſt out of his 
place, to procure peace and concord amongft his breth:en. 
He beneficted the Church of Chriſt in the dates, of 7ulias, 
prohibiting the Children of Chriſtians ro be brought up in 
the Schoo!s of learning. He dere&ed the Herefie of - Apolii= 
24755, and the abominations of Heathen Idolatry, whereun- 
to 7uitan had fold himſell, more clearly than any other man 
had done. He might ſay of General Councils, as our late 
King Charles of happy memory, might ſay of Parliaments, 


That they all prqued diſeuftſul to bin ; notwithflandirg he was 2 


man worthy for excellency of pitts to be called Thrologrs. 
St. Baſil the Great, Bſhop of Caſarta. 


This St..Bafi] was {o unitcd in heart and mind with Naz4ai- 
221, that the pen of Socrates will not ſeparare the Treatiſes of 
their lives, His Father was martyred nnder the perſecutin 
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Emperour Maximus, He left behind him five Sons: three 
of them were Biſhops, namely Baſz| Biſhop of Caſarea, Peter 
Biſhop of Schbaſta, and Ghrgory Biſhop of Nyſſa. He was in- 
frufted in all kind of learning in Ceſaria, mm Conftantinoley 
in Athens, under Hie-us and Proereſins, 1m Antioch under 
Libazius. At his ſecond coming to 4thens, he acquainted 
himſelf with Nazianzes, He wasordained a Deacon by Mele- 
tis Biſhop of Antioch, and a Presbytcr by Enſevires Biſhop of 
Ceſcrea. The good carriage of Baſil towards Eu/ebius ts wor- 
thy of remembrance, albeit Eyſebius conceived indignation 
ainſt him without-a cauſe, yet he would not expoſtulate with 
bs Biſhop, but he departed to a ſolitary place in Pontzs, 
where he remained until the daies of th2 Empcrour Yalens. 
Then did the 471an Herefie ſo mightily prevail, that neceſl y 
compelled the Churches of Catpadocia ro intreat Baſil co turn 

in, leaſt in h.s abſence Air4a7iſme ſhould get a fu l upper- 
hand, Baſil returned, not without the foreknowledge and 
ood advice of Nazzaugen his dear friend, who ccunſe] ed 
fin to prevent Euſcbius, and to overcome him in courtehe 
and humanity : ſo was he reconciled ro Euſ:bixs, and after bis 
death ſucceeded him in his B:ſhoprick z whom Gad fo blefled, 
that the Arr1475 and Exu167141s, who ſeemed to be excellent)y 
kearned, when they encountered with Nat4aizcn and Baſil, 
tiey were 1ik2 unto men aſrogett.e- deſtirure of learning.

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Gregory Biſhop of Nyſſz | 

This Gregory was Biſhop ef Nyſſa, and brother to St. Baſil 
taking the name ol Nyſſcaus, from the place whereof he was 
Biſhop. In. the ſecond Geveral Council, to him was com- 
mitted the overnght of the Country of Ca pado ia. Albeit 
the Volume of his Books be not extant, yet he 1s renowned jn 
the mouths of the learn:d ; and the fragments of his writings 
declare thar he hath þz«n a man of note and mark, Con» 
cetning ſin, he ſaid, that albeit the Serpents chat ſtinged us 
were not ſlaughtered, yet we baye ſufficient conſolation in this, 
that we are cured from their venomous bites and ſtings. Con-

St. Hillary Biſhop of Poitjers in France. 


Saint Hillary lived under the reign of Conſtantius + He wasn 


man in Religion conſtant, in manners metk and cour:cous, 
He was baniſhed, immediately after the Council of Milaine, 
to Phry;ia, as ſome ſuppoſe : Theodoret writeth that he was 
baniſhed to Thebaida, and relieved ag1in from baniſhment 
uncer Julian, Burt it 13 more apparent that he remained in 
Phry;44 until the Council of Seleucia, unto which Council he 


was brought from baniſhment ; not by any ſpecial command, 


from the Emperour, but by a general command given to-his 
Deputy Lcozas, to aſſemble together the Biſhops of che Eaſt. 
Under pretence of obeyirg this commandment, Hillary being 
Þamſhed in the Eaft, was brought to the Council of Selcucie * 
from Selexciahe went to Cort a«tz10p's The Emyerour refuſed 
to hear him 1caſon with the 4/1175 in matters of Faith, bur 
gave him liberty to return to his own Country again. He 
took great pains to purge the Countty of France from the 
poy:e1 of Arias Herche.: and he prevailcd fo far, that 
WOT ad 9 | St. Jerom?

This Ofus was a grave Father, a learned Biſhop, and a 
ſtout defender of the Fath againſt the Arian H.retie. He 
was ſent by Conſtantine the Great to reconcile Alexander and 
Arrius : He was at the Council of Nice. The Arias inthe 
Council of Sir 42m ſcourged his bare fides becauſe he would 
not ſubſcribe unto their Heretical opinion, 


Paphnurivs Fy/Hop of Thebais. 


This Paphnutizs was B.ſhop of a certain City in the upper ; 
Th. bats, fo vertuous and ſo holy a man, tht ſtrange miracles 
are reporred to,b2 wrought by im. He had one of his cyes 
pule4out in the time of perſecution,wherefore the Empz1our 
Corffantin: the great had h:m in very great reyerence, and [ent-- 
frb.m at ſunary tim2s, to come unto his ſumptuous Palace z - 
the empty place of the _ baniſhed eye he was wont rok ſs, fo 
great a reverence and honour did the Emperour ſhew unto . 
Ucient and huly Fathers, He of a Ch.14 led a ſtrair life 34 
the company of the rcligicus worſhippers, and excelled all 
heis in fame for continency of m nd, and chaſt b:haviorr, 
and notwithſtanding he was never Married ia his life. Yer

Epiphanius Pho) of Cyprus. 


E iphanius was born in little Village of Palſtzae, called 
Barf4nduce. 'H- was brought up amongſt the Mones of Pai. 
ftine and E'ypt. In the end he was ordained Biſhop of Sala. 
miza, the Metrapolitan Town of the Ifle of Cyprus, He re. 
fared th Herehes preceding his rimes in his Book called Pa- 
#27148, and ſet down a ſumm of the true Faith, in his Book 
called Anchoratus, Re had a great regard to the poor, inſv- 
much that he was called O:co10mus Pauperum, and ike as 
C175 was na'ura'ly ſcituated in a place near approaching to 
Aſia the leſs, and to Syria, Erypt, and Peatapolis, and not far 
&){tant from Euro'e : fo it feil out that Chriſtians who' were 
diſpo'ed to ſupport their indigent Brethren, chey ſent their 
Coll; Rions ro Epiphanies, ant hediſtributed them to the poor, 
With th. ſz commendable v-rtues, there was mixed a reprove- 
able ſimplicity in him; He was circumvented by Theo hitss 
Bifho> of A!rrandria, and rook a dealing againit -Zoha Chry- 
fo/lome Biſhop of Corſtaatizople, becauſe he wou!d nor be ſud- 
denin damnin2 the Books ef Orizen. Allo he taught in Cot- 
ftantiaovle with indeavour to alienate the hearts of the people 
trom their own raſtor, and celebrated thee Communion, 
and ordained a D-acon in Cerſtantinople, withour the fore» 
knowledge and conſent of Chryſoſtome, and: contrary to the 
Church order. Chry/oſtome on the other parr ſent him ad- 
veriifement, that in caſe he re-eived any ciſgrace or harm 
in the fury of popular commotions, he ſhould blame himſel!, 
wi:o by bis own inordivate doings was procuring the ſame, 
Afrer this Epiphazirs ceaſed from ſuch doings, and entered 
into a Ship of parpoſe to rewurn back again ro Cyprics, bur he 
di :d by the way. It is reported of him, th t whea he crrered 
1mro the Ship, he ſaid, he left three grear things behind 
bim, to w.t, a gr:a' Town, agreat Pa ace, and great Hys 
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This Epiphanius writerh thus concerning the Prophet Na- 
than, The Prophet Nathan of the Houſe of Thoch, born in 
Gabatb a City of Galil:e, lived in the time of Lavid, and 
rvptt him che Lawof the Lord. He foreſaw that Datzd was 
too far in love wh Pathſheva, 2nd therefore immediate)y lefr 
Gabath, and got him towards 7eruſalem, for to ſtay the King 
fret) committing ſo hainous an offence. Ard behold Belzar 
topt kim, for when he foynd him dezd, and lying all bare on 
the High=w:y, he ſtaycd 3s long as Þe was a buryirg of him, 
leaſt the Carkaſs of the man ſhou'd unreverently be torn 1n 
pieces cf brute Beaſts, and ravencuſly devoured. In the 
ſame night underſtocd Nathai rhat David had committed that 
horrible offence, wherefore h- mourned out of meaſure, and 
went back gain to Gabath with grezt lamentation. When 
#rih the Husband of Bathſheba was flain by the procuremenc 
of David, the Lord ſent Nathan unto him, that he ſhould re- 
buke bim ſharply for his oftence. Then at Jergth David res 
membring himſelf, was aſtoniſhed and trembled for tear of 
the Lord, becaufe he perceived plainly that the Lord was 
behly diipleaſed with him for his Adultery, Datid krew 
morcover that the Prophet Nathan wat inſpued with the Holy 
Ghoſt, He honoured the man, anp rev: renced his perſon as 
the true meffenger of God, Th s Nathan became old, and 
died, and was buried at Gavath his own Land, 


St, Jerome a famo:s Doffor of, the Church. 


Zerome was bornin a Town of Dalmatia, called &t137on, and 
"a inſirufted in the Rudiments of learning at Rome. From 
Rom! he went to France, of purpoſe to encreaſe his knowledge, 
and to divers other places. Afterwards he returned -again to 
Rome, where he acquainted himſelf with honourable Women, 
ſuch as Marcela, Sophronia, P:incipia, Paula, ard Enſto:bi'm, 
whom he expounded places of holy Sctipture, for he was 
admiittcd Presbyrer, He was counted worthy to ſucceed D4- 
mſus Biſhopof Rom?, * his gifts were envied at Rome * there- 
fore ke left Rome, and rook his voyage toward Palſt n?. By 
the way he acquainted b:mſelf with Fjipharzus Biſhop of Cy-
